Dl discloses a rolling bearing according to the preamble of 
claim 1 . 

Furthermore, in the known rolling bearing the wire can be 
ground when it has been wound to an initial shape to produce 
raceways with greater contact surfaces than are obtained with 
a round wire in the spring (refer to page 12, line 35- page 
13, line 3) . 

If the wire is ground sufficiently maximum possible contact 
should be obtained between the outer surface of the rolling 
body and the raceway.
